Textualis in two sizes, marked by a limited number of fusions, numerous decorative hair lines, a conspicuous "cursive" r- 
abbreviation, the German form of the con-abbreviation and use of the "Cistercian" punctuation. Square music notation 
on 4-line red staves, 8 staves to the page; width of the staves 9 mm. 


Notes: Heightening of the majuscules in red. Numerous 1-line and 2-line plain initials alternately in red and blue. Fine 
flourished litterae duplices of various sizes in the same colours with long flourished extensions with grotesque faces in 
the upper and left margins and occasionally J-borders.
